Agaia the editor says; 

“On this last subject, the speculations of 
northern whiggery are at an end. Tyler 


will never suffer the remotest idea of protec- 
tion to connect itself with bis conceptions of 


official daty.” 

What has “Tyler,” a8 he calls him, to do 
with passing laws? The people’s repre- 
sentatives in Congress will be compelled to 
evsct laws—such laws as their{consti(uents 
elected them to do—and Mr. Tyler cannot 
control them if he would, But he would 
resigo, before be would run counter to the 
will of the people. 

But he flatters himself that “John Tyler 
has too much of the old Virginia State 
rights schoo! ia him, to be made the instru- 
ment to carry into effect the unconstitutional 
consolidation and destructive schemes,” &c. 
The party need feel n0 pain upon the sub- 
ject of “consolidating schemes” by Mr. 
Tyler, He will, so far as his influence and 
power extends, confine the Government 
witbia its appropriate limits. This he has 
promised to do, and he is a man of his 
word. He will not infringe upon the rights 
of the States, and there leave them “‘to 
take care of thems:lves,” as some other 
Presidents have seid aad done. 

As to how much President Tyler has, or 
thas not, of “the old Virg‘nia States rights 
school,” is not the question. He is not act- 
ing for himself, nor for Virginia, nor avy 
State or party. He is President of the 
whole United States. In performing his 
duties as President of the Union, it does 
wot follow that he must become an 
“instrument” for any party. His duties 
‘are marked out for him, which are to lay 
athe affairs of the country before Congress. 
The duties of Congress are to pass laws for 
the general welfare of the United States, 
(aod for widows io particular,) and not for 
avy particular portion thereof, to the injary 
or oppression of another portion. 

In performing their relative duties, nei- 
ther tbe President nor Congress have avy 
right to follow their own will—they must 
obey the will of the people, nothing is 
clearer—else why did they consent to serve? 
This may be demonstrated in few words, 
viz; who threw off the British yoke at the 
sacrifice of their blood and treasure?
